No fewer than 570 Japanese war planes have 
been destroyed by the Chinese air force and 
anti-aireraft batteries during one year of 
hostilities, declared Colonel Mao Pang-chu, Chief 
of Aerial Operations in the Chinese Air Force 
to-day. 

Colonel Mao added: ‘A total of 243 Japanese 
aircraft have actually been shot down in combat 
in the air and 188 have been destroy2d on the 
ground by Chinese bombing operations. |= 
Chinese anti-aircraft batteries have shot down 
168. The remaining 26 shot down have not been 
located. 

“The aircraft destroyed include 64 heavy 
bombers, 90 light bombers, 54 pursuit planes, 13 
scouting planes, 19 seaplanes and 320 uniden- 
tified. 


“The losses duc to accident pro- 
bably totalled 785 machines, thus 
bringing the number of Japanese 
aircraft lost during the year to the 
vast total of 1,355, The number of 
officers in the Japunese air force to 
lose their lives during the first year 
of war probably totals 1,100."—

Cree is one of the fashionable 

materials for day and evening 
wear just now. It is seen in dresses 
and two-picce suits, at Informal and 
formal functions, and it is, al- 


together, a member of the hard- 
working fabric fraternity. 


The preservation of its appearance, 
therefore, 1s Important, so here is a 
hint ubout ironing the fabric which 
is worth noting. Cloque sheuld 
always be troned when nearly dry, 
and you, should not press too hard 
with the iron upon the material. 
The material should be stretched 
both 4ways when you are ironing it. 

Crepe fabrics, which are also very 
much to the fore in the summer 
fashton scene, should be ironed in 
the same way as cloque. The 
stretching of the materiat in both 
directlons is most important, as 
merely sliding the iron over the 
material Is not sufficient for these 
fabrics.

What is believe] to be a 
record in shipbuilding will 
be established on July 28 
when the Cunard White Star 
liner Mauretania, 33,000 
tons gross, constructed for 
the London-New York ser- 
vice, is launched from the 
Cammell Laird yard here, 
writes Hector C. Bywater 
in the Daily Telegraph. 


This vessel, the largest in- 
termediate liner so far built in 
this country and the = greatest 
ship ever constructed in Eng- 
land, was laid down on May 24, 
1937. 


Since then about 17,000 tons of 
steel have been worked into her 
structure. The hull, with its seven 
decks, 1s complete, and the plating 
of the upper part of the Hner, com- 
prising the promenade, sun and 
sports decks, is well advanced, 


To bring a ship of this size to 
the launching stage in 14 months 
is an astonishing feat, the more 
so as Cammell Laird is simul- 
taneously building about i5 
other vesscls, including the 
35,000-ton batticship Prince of 
Wales. 


When ready for sea next spring the 
Mauretania will displace about 37,000 
tons. Her maiden voyage will 
coincide with the New York World 
Fair. : 


Normally the ship will sail from 
the King George V. Dock, North 
Woolwich, but whenever the Queen 
Mary or the Queen Elizabeth is Inid 
up for overhaul she will fill the gap 
on the ‘Southampton-Cherbourg-New 
York route,

tania is on the Imposing scale. 
The main gear-wheels interposed 
between tho tirbincs and the 
twin-propellar.. shafts are the 
largest. ever built for. a Mner, 
measuring 46-f% In clroumfer- 
ence and welghing 85 tons cach.

At to-day’s meeting of the Refugees 
Conference, which Is secking homes 
for thousands of outcasts from thelr 
native Innds, the Australian delegate 
dwelt on the diMicultics of {mmlgra- 
tion to Australia. : 


The Australian Government, how- 
ever, realising the unhappy ‘plight of 
German and Austrian Jews, has in~ 
cluded them on a pro rata basis com- 
parable with that of any other 
country. 


The Canadian representative 
alluded to the difficulties of receiving 
considerable numbers of refugecs, 
though Canada was ready to coila- 
borate In the efforts of the Com- 
mittee, He urged that countrics 
sending refugecs to Canada should 
cuntribute to the cost of their transfer, 
und also suggested collaboration with 
the Lengue of Nations organtsatlon. 


The Brozilian delegate said that 
Brazil had an open door for agricul- 
turists, although they would have to 
give an undertaking that they would 
not quit their occupation for four 
yours, 


The Belginn delegate spoke of the 
number of Germon and other 
refugees received by Belgium, The 
Netherlands detegate declared that 
Holland had already admitted 24,000 
German refugees, and suggested that 
the Netherlands should be regarded 
us a transmigration country, 


The Argentine delegate pointed out 
that Argentina already had the 
largest immigrant population of any 
nathon, and declared that the Arzen- 
tine declined to receive immigrants 
who objected to belt assimilated with

First during the 
war. Later, when Lord Addison 
was Minister of Health we had 
discussions with the Govern- 
ment. We demanded 100 per 
cent. payment for time lost 
through inclement weather. But 
nothing happened. After the 
Natignal Building Trades dis- 
pute in 1924 we tried to embody 
a scheme for ‘wet time’ payment 
in the terms of settlement, but 
without effect. Since then we 
have kept hammering away. 
Actually, it was agreed in 1926 
with the employees to be on a 
joint contributory basis, and in 
1929 the Joint Committee of 
Employers and Operatives urged 
the need for a system of national 
insurance to the Ministry of 
Labour.

While admitting that shipping—ex- 
cluding the short sca trades—is In a 
comparativelprosperous state at pre- 
sent, the council regards the real state 
of British shipping with the utmost 
concern, 

This country has 2,000 fewer ships 


{than in 1914 and 28 per cent. instend 


of 44 per cent. of the world’s tonnage; 
80 per cent. of the Indlan-Far East 
trade is In the hands of the Japanese; 
and the liner trades in the Pneifle are 
almost wholly lost to foreign com- 
petition. 


“DEFEATIST REMEDY” 


Voluntary laying-up of ships is des- 
erlbed as “a defentist remedy, deslgn- 
ed essentlally to preserve profits at a 
time when the nation needs to pre- 
lserve and increase the number of {ts 
‘ships ond sailormen.

Tokyo Foreign Office 
Spokesman Explains 
Japanese Position 


Tokyo, duly &. 

Regarding the question of the French 
occupation of the Paracel Islands, the spokesman 
of the Foreign Office stated last night: ‘‘The 
French Ambassador, M. Charles Arsene Henry, 
called on the Vice-Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
Mr. Kensuke Horinouchi, on July 7, and verbally 
notified the latter that the Government of French 
Indo-China has appointed an administrator 
of the Sei Sha To (Paracel Islands) and has 


despatched more than ten Annamite policemen. 


there and established a lighthouse, buoys and a 
wireless station, thereby effecting definite and 
complete occupation of the Islands by France. 
“The French Ambassador stated to the Vice- 
Minister for Foreign Affairs that Japanese 
nationals had for more than ten years been 


engaged in the collection of seaweed and 


rock 


phosphate on the Islands but that their interests 


would be respected. 


“With regard to the French verbal 
communication, the Foreign Office 
invited the French Ambassador to the 
OMce yesterday and the Vice- 
Minister handed the Ambassador a 
note which set forth clearly the 
views of the Japanese Government, 
on which occasion the Vice-Minister 
discussed the question at some length 
with the Ambassador. 


“The Vice-Minister called the at- 
tention of the French Government 
to the possibility that the statloning 
of Annamite policemen on the Islands 
is likely to glve risc to some un- 
expected misunderstandings between 
them and the Japanese nationals 
there, and expressed the hope that 
the police force will be withdrawn." 


French Note 


It $s understood that the Japanese 
note recalls 4at the French Ambas- 
sador sent a note to the ‘Japanese 
Government in September of lnst 
year regarding the Paracel Islands. 
This note said that France claimed 
territorial rights over the Paraccls 
but would not occupy them before 
settlement of the dispute then golng 
on between China and France regard= 
ing the title to the Islands. 


Hard To Understand 


The Japanese note snys that this 
French note does not change Japan's 
position regarding the Paraccls,. over 
which the Japanese Government had 
been negotiating with the Chinese 
Government as a party. 

The Jopanese note states that the 
Japanese Government finds it difficult 
to understand the reol intentions of 
the French Government, which, in the 
midst of the Sino-Japanese conflict, 
has taken o step inconsistent with 
the. French note of Inst September, 
and, has now communicated to the 
Japnnese Government the French 
occupation of the Paracels, 

The Japancse note further polnts 
out that‘the Japanesn forces have 
‘been suspending traffic of Chinese 
vessels off. the South China coast 
since Jas¢ August, and adds that tho 
Japanceo’ Government will take ap-

Dispersed By Planes 
And Warship 


¥ Hankow, July 8. 

Heavy fighting broke out between 
Chinese guerillas und Japanese troops 
at Kiangwan on the night of July 
5, according to a Shanghai message. 

At 9 o'clock the next morning, 
when fighting was still continuing, 
nine Japanese planes flew over the 
field to bomb the guerillas whilst a 
small Japanese warship steamed into 
the Wantsaopang Creck to shell them. 

To avoid unnecessary losses the 
guerillas dispersed. 


Chinese planes reconnoltred over 
Woosung, Yanghong, Taxang, Chapel 
and the western district of Shangha!

Cees is one of the fashionable 
materials for day and evening 
wear just now, It is seen in dresses 
und two-piece suits, at informal and 
formal functions, and it is, al- 
together, o member of the hard- 
working fabric fraternity. 


The preservation of its appearance, 
therefore, is im ortant, so here is a 
hint about jroning the fabric which 
js worth noting. Cloque should 
always be troned when nearly dry, 
and you should not press too hard 
with the iren upon the material. 
‘The material should be stretched 
both ways when you are ironing it. 

Crepe fabrics, which are also very 
much to the fore in the summer 
fashlon scene, should be ironed in 
the same. way as cloque. The 
stretching. of the material in both 
directions is most Important, as 
merely sliding the iron over the 
mattrial is not sufficient for these 
fabries. 


When you fold some Hurment on 
the ironing beard be carcful that 
you do not iron the material on the 
cross. Do not iron along the hem 
of the garment either. The hem, 
and the edge of the article where 
the fold is should be pressed, and 
the rest of the article should be 
ironed in the direction of the ma- 
terial, Always iron on the straight 
of the material.

A cooling fruit coclctall is a good 
beginning to a hot weather lunch.

For a tomato juice cocktail, strain 

the julce f1om sound, ripe tomatoes, 
press through a fine sieve to clear 
them of coarse fibre in the pulp, and 
Flavour to taste with 
snit nnd , pepper and a squeeze of 
lemon julce. 
“Another * appetiser’ comes from 
orange and lemon juice used in small 
quantities. If the cocktail is un- 
sweetened, add a few grains of 
pepper. st 

Grape-fruit juice and mint makes 
an interesting drink. Squeeze the 
julce from the grape-frult ond stir 


In very finely chopped mint, to which |° 


n little caster sugar has been added. 
Pour into coclctail glasses and finish 
off with a mint leaf floating on cach. 
Instend of mint, some people Ilke 
lemon juice and a slice of Iemon 
can take the place of the mint leaf. 
For Those Who Are Slimming

Pine apple juice cocktail ts for the 
slimming sisterhood. Fresh juice 
squeezed from the frult fs best, but 
tinned pineapple can be uscd. Drain 
the Hquid and add sufficient lemon 
juice to give it a tang. Serve ice 
cold in cocktail glasses with potato 
crisps and salted almonds. 

Pear and Incapple juice make 
good companions. And to give a 
pear and pineapple cocktail a good 
complexion, add just a touch of pre- 
served raspberry juice, that is if 
fresh raspbcrrics are not available. 
No sugur will be needed, and If the 
cocktall is mot sharp enough in 
flavour add no little Jemon juice. 

A tasty short drink can be made 
from a mixture of frult juices. 
Lemon, pincapple, orange, and rasp- 
berry jutce arc mixed together. A 
wafer slicc of banana and a mint 
leaf should decorate cach glass. 

When it comes to “long” drinks, 
orangeade is certain to be in request. 
Make this by pouring a pint of boil- 
Ing water on to the rinds of four 
oranges. These should be pared 
very thinly. After covering for half 
au day, make a syrup with a pint and 
a half of water ond halfa pound of 
sugar, ndding this to the rinds, to- 
gether with the julce of the oranges 
and the juice of three, extra oranges. 

Stir energeticaily, then strain and 
add a little extra lemon julce if you 
wish. 


Almond Water and Mint Sherbert 


Almond water is very simple to 
make, and pleasing to the palate. 
Place four ounces of sweet almonds 
and one of bitter almonds in a pan 
with a quart of cold water. Bring 
to the boil and simmer very slowly 
for half an hour. Add three-quar- 
ters of a pound of sugar and allow 
this to dissolve. Strain and bottle. 
Half a cupful of the water in soda 
makes a glorious “long” drink. 

Mint sherbert is a most refreshing 
drink and takes very little trouble 
to make. Dissolve one pound of 
suger in a quart of water and add 
several leaves of chopped mint. 
Cover the bowl for an hour, then 
udd the juice of three fine lemons. 
Strain before serving. 

Have you tried a coffee milk 
“shake"’? This has the merit of be- 
ing stimulating as well as refresh- 
ing. For each glass allow sufficient 
coffee essence to make a breakfast 
cup full. ‘ : * 

Mix the coffec with unsweetencd: 
condensed milk, allowing two table- 
spoonfuls to cach glass of water. 
Sugar as you ‘wish, then add the 
necessary amount of cold water and 
whisk in a large jug until frothy.

‘Nations Collaborate 
_-At Evian 


. Evian, July 7. 

At to-day's mecting of the Refugecs 
Conferonce, which ia secking homes 
for thousands of outcasts from their 
native lands, the Australlan delegate 
dweit on the difficulties of Immigra- 
tion to Australia. 

The Austrailan Government, how- 
over, realising the unhappy plight of 
German, and Austrian Jews, hag in- 
cluded them ona pro rata basis com- 
‘parable with that of any other 
country. 

The , Canadiin representative 
alluded to the difficulties of receiving 
considcrable numbers of refugees, 
though Canada was ready to colla- 
borate in the efforts of the Com- 
mittee. He urged that countries 
sending refugees to Canada should 
contribute to the cost of their transfer, 
and also suggested collaboration with 
the League of Nations organisation. 

The Brazilian delegate said that 
Brazil had an open door for agricul« 
turists, although they would have to 


/| give an undertaking that they would 


not quit thelr occupation for four 
years, 

The Belgian delegate spoke of the 
number of German and other 
refugees received by Belgium. The 
Netherlands delegate declared thet 
Holland hnd already admitted 24,000 
German refugees, and suggested that 
the Netherlands ‘should be regarded 
us a transmigration country. 

The Argentine delegate pointed out 
that Argentinn already had the 
Jargest immigrant population of any 
nation, and declured that the Argen- 
tine declined to reccive Immigrants 
who objected to being assimilated with 
Argentine nationels,—Reuter, 

CONFERENCE ADJOURNS 
7 Evian, July 7. 

The Refugees Conference has 
adjourned until 10 a.m. on Saturday. 

Professor Heinrich Neumann, the 
famous Vienna car specialist, has ar- 
rived here at the head of a delega- 
tion from the Jewish community of 
Vienna, with an appeal to the Con- 
ference (o faeilitate the emigration of 
Jews from Austria, 


Professor Neumann told Reuter 
that the delegation had gone to Evian 
purely ina private capacity, but with 
the approval of the Vienna authori- 
tles, which promised to assist the 
emigration of Jews from Austria. 

A. similar delegation has: arrived 
from Berlin, according to the Jewish 
Telegraph Agency. 

A World Jewish Congress delega- 
tlon is also here and, in a statement 
jssued to-day, expressed nppreciation 
of the British and American delega- 
tlons’ view that Germany and other 
emigrating countrics should permit 
refugees to take out their capital. 

Dr. Chaim Welzmann, on behalf of 
the World Zionist organisation, sub- 
mitted a memorandum to the Con- 
ference, drawing attentlon to the 
possibilities of Palestine — settlement 
as a solution of the Jewish problem.

“Certainly woe have—from 
every angle. First during the 
war. Later, when Lord Addison 
was Minister of Health we had 
discussions with the Govern- 
ment. We demanded 100 per 
cent. payment for time lost 
through inclement weather. But 
nothing happened. After the 
National Bujlding Trades dis- 
pute in 1924 we tried to embody 
a scheme for ‘wet time’ payment 
in the terms of settlement, but 
without effect. Since then we 
have kept hammering away. 
Actually, it was agreed in 1926 
with the employees to be on a 
joint contributory basis, and in 
1929 the Joint Committee of 
Employers and Operatives urged 
the need for a system of national 
insurance to the Ministry of 
Labour.

What is believed tobe a 
record in shipbuilding ~ will © 
be established on July 28 
when the Cunard White Star 
liner Mauretania, 33,000 
tons gross, constructed for 
the London-New York ser- 
vice, is Iaunched from the 
Cammell Laird yard here, 
writes Hector C. Bywater 
in the Daily Telegraph. 


This vessel, the largest  in- 
termediate liner so far built in 
this country and the greatest 
ship ever constructed in Eng- 
land, was laid down on May 24, 
1937. 


Since then about 17,000 tons of 
steel hnve been worked Into her 
structure. The hull, with its seven 
decks, is complete, and the plating 
of the upper part of the liner, com- 
prising the promenade, sun and 
sports decks, is well advanced. 


i To bring a ship of this size to 
the launching stage in 14 months 
is an astonishing feat, the more 
so as Cammelt Laird fs simul- 
tancously building sbout 15 
other vessels, Including the 
35,000-ton batticship Prince of 
Wales, 


When rendy for sea next spring the 
Mauretania will displace about 37,000 
tons. .Her maiden voyage will 
coincide with the New York World 
Falr, 


Normally the ship will sail from 
the King George V. Dock, North 
Woolwich, but’ whenever the Queen 
Mary or the Queen Elizabeth is laid 
up for overhaul she will fill the gap 
on the Southampton-Cherbourg-New 
York route.
